Notes: Issued in Rome at Santa Maria Maggiore, on the ninth of the Kalends of August, 1692, in the second year of 
the pontificate of Innocent XII. The benefice was expected to return an annual income of 24 gold ducats de camera. 
There are additional lines of text below the fold but because the fold is damaged the lines have not been transcribed. 
Herman Sinniger also appears in UTS 037-04 and UTS 037-08. 
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
